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Editor's Preface 


The study of the Middle Ages has been developed chiefly within university 
departments such as English or History. This pattern is increasingly being 
supplemented by an interdisciplinary approach in which the plan of work 
is shaped to fit the subject studied. The difference of approach is between 
Chaucer the English poet and Chaucer the civil servant of London attached 
to the court of Richard II, a man interested in the Ptolemaic universe and 
widely read in Latin, French, and Italian. Interdisciplinary programs tend 
to lead readers into areas relatively unfamiliar to them where critical biblio- 
graphies prepared with careful selectivity by an expert are essential. The 
Centre for Medieval Studies at the University of Toronto takes such an inter- 
disciplinary approach to the Middle Ages, and the need for selective biblio- 
graphies has become apparent in our work. The Centre has undertaken to 
meet this need by sponsoring the Toronto Medieval Bibliographies. 

In his valuable guide, Serial Bibliographies for Medieval Studies,* Richard 
H. Rouse describes 283 bibliographies; the number is surprisingly large and 
indicates the considerable effort now being made to provide inclusive lists of 
items relevant to medieval studies. The total amount in print is already vast; 
for one unfamiliar with a subject, significant work is difficult to locate and 
the problem grows worse with each year’s output. The reader may well say, 
like the throng in Piers Plowman seeking the way to Treuthe, ‘This were a 
wikked way but who-so hadde a gyde’ (B.vi.I). The Toronto Medieval Biblio- 
graphies are meant to be such guides; each title is prepared by an expert and 
gives directions to important work in the subject.

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Each volume gives a list of works selected with three specific aims. One 
is to aid students who are relatively new to the area of study, for example 
Medieval Celtic Literature. Another is to guide more advanced readers in a 
subject where they have had little formal training, for example Medieval 
Rhetoric or Latin Liturgy; and the third is to assist new libraries in forming 
a basic collection in the subject presented. Individual compilers are given 
scope to organize a presentation that they judge will best suit their subject 
and also to make brief critical comments as they think fit. Clarity and 
usefulness of a volume are preferred over any demand for exact uniformity 
from one volume to another.

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Author’s Preface 


In a series dealing with such a wide range of subjects as that covered by the 
Toronto Medieval Bibliographies, divergences of approach and even of 
detail are bound to be inevitable. The object of this preface is as much to 
indicate the approach which has informed the present volume as to explain 
such details as conventions of citation and the terminal date for items 
included. Such matters, of approach and detail alike, are important to a 
bibliography, so important that it would not be amiss to follow the practice 
of the eminent reference work which printed at the foot of each page 
‘Please Read Preface.’ 


Two factors make the pursuit of medieval liturgical matters rather different 
from many aspects of the study of the middle ages. The first is that to a 

large extent the subject is incomprehensible except in terms of the whole 

of the early Christian development which preceded it. The second is that, 
‘liturgics’ being a branch of modern theological study, investigations of the 
medieval liturgy have often been coloured by theological preconceptions 

and ecclesiastical fashions: a desire for the recovery of authentic chant 

styles, for instance, or an emphasis on worship as the expression of Mysterien- 
theologie, or a concern to expand the laity’s role in the services of the church. 
To some extent the same two factors have operated in the study of medieval 
monasticism, but in a much limited way: as Giles Constable’s volume in this 
series has shown, it is scarcely necessary to trace Christian monasticism 

earlier than the late third century A.D., and theological concern with the 
monastic life is only part of the wider subject of Christian perfection or 
ascetical theology. 
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For our purposes, the two factors mentioned above must be taken as 
two cautions. As for the first, we must limit ourselves strictly to those 
sources for, and literature concerning, early Christian worship which cast 
light directly on the medieval liturgy. Fortunately, a recent book, The 
Study of Liturgy, ed. Cheslyn P.M. Jones et al. (London and New York 
1978), provides a guide to early Christian worship (as also to the period of 
the Reformation and later) which is highly adequate for all background 
purposes. For the middle ages, however, its treatment is cursory, sometimes 
even superficial: of 141 pages on the liturgy of the eucharist, for example, 
only 21 are devoted to the medieval western rites. This brings in our second 
caution: the middle ages are not liturgically fashionable now, and the 
subject seems to deserve no more than passing attention from those who 
are concerned with "liturgics.' So the student who needs to know something 
about the medieval liturgy will have not only to approach with care works 
dominated by theological concerns (whether of the old Roman Catholic- 
Protestant polemics or the modern ecumenical, and, one is tempted to say, 
monolithic Liturgical Movement), but also to go beyond the works of 
liturgical scholars to those of palaeographers, philologists, art historians, and 
other humanists. 

Such elaborate cautions may seem scarcely necessary to users of this 
series; but the study of liturgy — unlike, say, that of medieval Romances — 
is so rooted both in a distant past and (for many of those engaged in it) in 
the living present that we cannot overstress that our study is in a strict sense 
historical: the history of the medieval Latin liturgy from the late fourth 
century (the earliest period we know anything to speak of about it) to the 
sixteenth-century Reformation. 

In other respects the scope of this bibliography can be more simply 
delineated. It aims to cover the most important source-editions of and 
literature concerning the medieval Latin liturgy. The limit of roughly one 
thousand titles which is the normal maximum for this series means that if 
this aim is at all to be accomplished — problems of the compiler’s inevitable 
subjectivity aside — it must be within some strict limitations. The first of 
these is that articles of less than ten pages have, with very few exceptions, 
been omitted arbitrarily, in the hope that such substantial value (often 
considerable) as they possess will have been incorporated in further studies. 
The second is that ‘Latin’ has been construed pretty strictly, so that refer- 
ences to, say, liturgical aspects of vernacular literature — the influence of 
the liturgy on such-and-such Anglo-Saxon poems — have been excluded. 
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Also excluded are the very numerous works where the theological purpose 
is paramount or at least overshadows the scientific value; thus such well- 
known titles as Gueranger’s Année liturgique and Schuster’s Liber sacramen- 
torum will not be found here. 

Any bibliography not organized simply alphabetically or chronologically 
has an implied shape to it. In the present work this operates in two ways. 

In the first place, my view of the history of medieval Latin liturgy is implicit 
in the table of contents. Secondly, attention has been paid to ancillary 
subjects in proportion to their immediate bearing on liturgical history. 

Thus there are quite a lot of titles with musical interest (obviously requiring 
some overlap with Andrew Hughes’s excellent and extensive bibliography 

in this series; nonetheless fewer than five per cent of the titles listed here 
appear in his work) because much liturgical observance was sung. But aspects 
of the liturgy which are primarily of dramatic or literary interest, or which 
pertain chiefly to canon law or the minutiae of hagiography, are treated 
scantily if at all. And it may be well to note that the words ‘liturgy’ and 
‘liturgical’ are construed here in a deliberately narrow sense, to include only 
that which bears on the performance of the liturgy. For example, medieval 
treatises on the doctrine of the eucharist or modern works on the grades of 
holy orders are excluded — a necessity again imposed by considerations of 
size. Likewise excluded are paraliturgical topics such as vesture, furnishings, 
and architecture. If a revised and expanded edition of this bibliography 
should ever prove feasible, it might be possible to include such topics. For 
the present all such fascinating byways (as also the decoration of liturgical 
manuscripts) have had to be resisted. 

That this work is limited to roughly one thousand titles will immediately 
warn the user that its character is preliminary rather than exhaustive. What 
may not be quite so obvious is that these titles are not presented as the 
thousand ‘most important’ for the study of the subject, but rather as includ- 
ing the most fundamental work in the variety of periods, areas, and aspects 
covered. Clearly some of these have been the subject of more scholarly 
attention than others, whether justifiably or not; it follows that some quite 
important studies of the Gregorian sacramentary, say, have had to be omit- 
ted so that any titles on something like the liturgy of penance could be 
included. 

So much for exclusion. In the direction of fullness, an attempt (not 
always successful) has been made to list one review for monographs and 
editions published since 1960. (The inclusion of older books suggests in 
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itself that they have some enduring value.) And I have tried not only to 
indicate English translations of sources and monographs where such exist, 
but also to list a few admittedly elementary works in English. For more 
advanced items, I have assumed that it is realistic to include titles in Latin, 
French, German, Italian, and Spanish (including Catalan); Dutch, Portu- 
guese, and the Scandinavian languages very rarely (there is often an English 
summary in such works); and other languages not at all. 

I have attempted to cover books and articles published through 1977 
(i.e. in volumes of periodicals ostensibly dated 1977). The bulk of the 
present bibliography was compiled in 1977 and 1978, and extensive refer- 
ence to later titles has proved impossible. 

It may be helpful if several details about conventions of citation are 
clarified. Editions are cited under the name of the modern editor unless 
the work in question is by a clearly identified medieval author, e.g. Amalarius 
or John Beleth; ordines and regulations ascribed to a particular figure — like 
Bernhard canon of the Lateran, Eberhard the cantor, or Lanfranc — are 
likewise cited under the editor’s name (in these cases, Fischer, Farrenkopf, 
and Knowles respectively) but with separate entries in the index. Items 
which are part of a numbered series have been so indicated, and an attempt 
has been made to note reprints, though such information is probably far 
from complete. Second and subsequent editions have been cited whenever 
they incorporate substantial revisions, but multiple places of publication 
only exceptionally. Place names are given in their most usual English forms, 
with certain conventions employed throughout: Freiburg for the German 
(Freiburg-im-Breisgau) and Fribourg for the Swiss centre of learning; 
Miinster simpliciter for Miinster-im-Westfalen; Cambridge for the English 
and Cambridge, Mass. for the American town; and no separate designation 
for the Vatican City (in existence only since 1929) as opposed to Rome. 
Titles are sometimes given in a shortened form, and lengthy subtitles printed 
only when they contain important information. Throughout, conciseness 
has been aimed at more than complete technical bibliographical detail. 

As mentioned above, I have tried particularly to note translations into 
English; works so translated are usually cited in their original form first, 
but when the English version seems to have become the principal one (e.g. 
Baumstark’s Comparative Liturgy) that order has been reversed. Individual 
articles from the big dictionaries and coliaborative works listed in section A 
are cited, or even cross-referenced, only when they are of unusual length or 
importance. Essays reprinted in the collected papers of four masterly 
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scholars listed in A4 (Edmund Bishop, Wilmart, Callewaert, and Jungmann) 
are cited as in those collections, with an indication of the date of original 
publication. 

As in some other volumes of this series, an asterisk indicates that the 
item has not been seen personally by the compiler. Such items have, obvi- 
ously, been kept to an absolute minimum. 

On the question of the order in which items are cited in each section, 
helpfulness has been preferred to consistency. In general, where there is a 
definitive modern work this is given first, followed by a standard edition if 
one exists (very occasionally more than one). Then come editions, in 
ascending chronological order — earliest to latest — and studies, in the same 
order. But where the nature of the heading seems to demand a different 
order this has been followed. Specifically, within a heading like ‘Anglo- 
Saxon’ which includes a large span of time, items are arranged where possible 
not by order of publication but by the period they date from or refer to; 
while in large areas like ‘French Local’ an obvious order of locations has 
been employed. No standardized order has seemed as helpful as this flexible 
practice. The order of the items under every heading has been established 
with the aim of providing in each case the greatest assistance to the user. 

Two further conventions, these about names, need explanation. The 
initials of religious order have been omitted as being unnecessary and, in 
these days of frequent changes, often inaccurate. And, secondly, I have tried 
to list the same person’s name the same way — in its most usually encountered 
vernacular form — throughout. This has proved no small problem in the case 
of authors who publish in a variety of languages (is it Alexander, Alexandre, 
or Alejandro Olivar?) and who have taken names in religion: Stephen J.P. 
van Dijk published for a time as (S.) Aurelian van Dijk, and the prodigiously 
prolific Dom Mohlberg appears under many combinations of Leo, Cunibert 
and Kunibert, and their initials. In such cases a stern standardization has 
had to be imposed. It is more important that the searcher have some idea 
of the total accomplishment of important liturgical scholars (which the 
index of names should hint at) than that his path is made wholly plain at 
the card catalogue; and in any case library cataloguing practice files many 
of the items listed here under the infuriatingly general rubric of ‘Catholic 
Church. Liturgy and Ritual.’ Still, as an aid to using author catalogues, first 
names are given for authors of books (but not articles) — though there are 
a few who resist all attempts to pry beyond their initials. 

The index is one of authors, including editors, wherever possible. The 
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only titles indexed are those of periodicals and series. If a work has two 
authors or editors both are indexed; if more than two, only the editor or 
apparently predominant figure. Authors of book reviews are not included. 

It should be noted that this is a bibliography of titles, not a repertory of 
liturgical manuscripts or an assemblage of materials towards a complete 
reconstruction of ancient liturgies. Outstanding works of both these types 
exist in more plentiful supply than do straightforward bibliographies such 
as the present effort. For the most part each title is cited just once. Cross- 
references (indicated by boldfaced numbers) are given for important refer- 
ences only; to provide a completely cross-referenced bibliography of this 
sort — including every reference to liturgy in the Spanish peninsula, for 
example, or to the canon of the Mass — would swell this volume out of all 
proportion and would serve no useful purpose. In consequence, it is 
strongly recommended that users of this bibliography familiarize themselves 
with its basic shape, as outlined in the table of contents. 

Every bibliography has its limits; the more the user realizes the limits of 
this one, the more help it may offer.
